HE faid Warner and his Anceſtors have time out of mind been poſ- 

ſelled of an Eſtate in the County of S»folk, out of which they 

b have been wont to dig a ſort of Clay, which is proper only for 

ac the making of white and painted Earthen Warez. and with which 
the Potters of Ergland have been always furniſhed. 

That fince the General Prohibition of Commerce with France, the ſaid 
Warner hath likewiſe furniſhed the Dutch Potters therewith, who before were 
uſed to have the ſame ſort out of the Frexch Conqueſt in Flanders, 

That about a Year ſince, the Cuſtozz-Honſe Officers ſeized ſeveral Vellels 
loaden with it , delign*d for Holand, under pretence that it was Fullers- 
Earth : Upon which Seiſures there have been two Trials at the Exchequer- 
Barr , upon both which the Juries found it was really Potters Clay, and 
not Fullers-Earth, nor any Clay by Law prohibited. | 

That there 1s a Power given to the Committee, to whom the ſaid Bill is 
referr?d, to bring in"a Clauſe to prevent the Exportation of all Earth and 
Clay whatſoever 3 which Clauſe, as the ſaid Warrer fears, is levell'd only 
againſt his Intereſt. 

But he humbly hopes this Honourable HOUSE will not ſuffer it to paſs 
for theſe following Reaſons. 

Firſt, For that his ſaid'Clay 10 reality 1s no other than Potters Clay, and in 
no caſe fit for. the Woollen-Trade. 

Secondly, That ſuppoſing 1t were Fullers-Earth, there would be no poſli- 
bility of his ſelling it as ſuch in Holand ;, for that the Dutch are fo plentifnlly 
ſupplied with that Commodity, both in their own Dominions, and from 
Spariſh Flanders , that 1t 1s currantly Bought and Sold at Seven, and not 
exceeding Ten Grilders per Laſt : And the fame quantity of the ſaid War- 
zer's Clay, delivered in Ho//ard, ſtands him in at leaſt Two and Twenty. 

Thirdly, That the ſaid Warner never could, neither can it be proved he 
ever did, Sell the leaſt Proportion of his Clay for the Fulling Trade either 

'in England or Holland : Whereas, if 1t were indeed fit for that uſe, he might 
Sell to the Value of a Thouſand Pound a Year in England only. 

Fourthly, That the Poor earn of the faid Warzer for digging and Cart- 
ing the ſaid Clay, about Two Hundred Pounds per Annu. 

The King and His Officers, for Cuſtom and Fees, receive Fifty Pounds 
per Annum.

All which, (befides the ſaid Warner's Right to make the beſt Improve- 
ment of his Eſtate) in caſe this Clauſe paſs, will be utrerly leſt, 
and Neither King nor Subject will receive the leaſt Advantage:
